CUCUMBER GROWING DIS- 
CUSSED AT MERLING 


“On Tuesday night, June 11,, about 
70 men interested in growing cu- 
cumbers attended a meeting in. 
South Paris to hear this subject 
discussed, W. S. Rowe,, Cumber- 
land County Agent ,was the speak-- 
er and he gave a lot of very inter— 


esting and helpful information 
which he has gathered while work— 


ing with cucumber growers. in. his 
,county. Several men said he an- 
swered the questions. which they 
ee been wondering about: and felt 
that the crop would be more suc— 


Among the many things whicie 
Mr. Rowe discussed, he stressed the* 
importance of dusting. Insects and. 
diseases may cause serious if not 
complete loss of the crop if not 
controlled. He recommended a 20- 
20-60 dust which may be prepared. 
by mixing monohydralted copper 
sulfate, calcium arsenate and hy-- 
drated lime’ respectively in the 
amounts given above. Growers with: 
a small acreage or who are not 
prepared to thoroughly mix :the 
materials wsually prefer to pur- 
;Ghase a ready-mixed bordeaux dust 
with stomach poison,

| Chinese Used Big Rollers 


to Produce Their Sugar 
While American. pioneers. were 


sugar In the same manner, 
‘Two rollers, believed to have been 
{ imported from South China. more 
; than 100 years ago, were found un- 
der the ruins of one of the terrl- 
tory’s first sugar mills, near Hono- 
lulu, says the San Francisco Chron- 
icla, 

The rollers, welghing more than 
a ton each, were turned by horse 


| power to crush the stalks and pro- 


duce the juice from which sugar 
was bolled, 

Several mills svere in use in re- 
cent timeg in Formosa and the Phil- 
‘ippines, where communities produce 
thelr own sugar. 

Steam-driven machinery in more 
than thirty mills In Hawail pro- 
duces more than 1,000,000. tong of 
sugar annually, 

The rollers were set up in the 
original manner at Honolulu by the 
Hawallan Sugar Planters’ assocla- 
iion through co-operation of the Ha- 
wallan Historical. society, 

The society's files reveal Informa- 
tion on how the mill was assembled 
when it wag first taken to the Is- 
Jands, and the operation was dupll- 
cated,
